DEATH OF MayoR HOLDEN.— 
Joseph W, Holden, Esq., Mayor of 
the city of Raleigh, died at the resi- 
dence of his father, W. W. Holden, 

at 5 o’clock yesterday morning, of 
dropsy. He had been confined to his 
room for over two weeks, and several 
days ago we were informed that his 
a considered his case hope- 
ess His demise was therefore not 
really unexpected. Mayor Holden, 
though comparatively a young man, 
has filled several important offices in 
the gift of the people, being elected 
to the House of Representatives from 
this county in April, 1868, and was 
chosen the Speaker uf that body. 
Ii May, 1878, he was elected Mayor 
of this city, which office he held to 
the day of his death. The Board of 
(‘ity Commissioners met yesterday at 
12 o’eloek, and passed appropriate 
resolutions in regard to his death, 

In accordance with the resolutions 
the town bell was tolled from 1 p. m. 
to 2 o’clock. 

The exterior of the Mayor’s Court 
room was appropriately dressed in 
mourning, anc the ante doors closed 
with long streamers of crape ap- 
pended to the knobs. 

His funeral will take place from 

«he residence of ex-Gov. Holden at 
5+ o’elock to-day. The Knights of 
Pythias and Raleigh Light Infantry, 
both of which organizations he was 
a member, and the Fire Companies 
of the city will turn out in a body in 
to his memory.

The Question ad Listing the Poll 
Tax. 

Mr. Editor: There are 250,000 men 

in North Carolina, whose names ap- 
pear upon the registration books ; of 
this number 140,000 list their polls, 
according to the last report of the 
State Auditor. Theretore, there are 
110,000 men who do not appear upon 
the tax books. Of this latter num- 
ber, 30,000 may be deducted on ac- 
count of poverty, infirmity and over 
age, leaving 80,000 men who are lia- 
ble to a poll tax who do not pay one 
cent of tax. The poll tax for both 
county and State is two dollars, mak- 
ing a loss of $160,000 to the State and 
counties every year, which loss the 
property of the State is taxed to make 
up. 
Taises remarks are called forth by 
the fact that I see that a bill has 
passed the lower branch of the Leg- 
islature divesting the Superior Court 
of jurisdiction in what is known as 
the poll tax cases. Is it the purpose 
of the Legislature to say by their ac- 
tion that every man who has noth- 
ing to list but his poll that the prop- 
erty of the State must and shall pay 
the taxes to run the State, county 
and municipal governments, and 
that all who do not see fit to pay poll 
tax shall not be made to do’so? 

Again: Mr. Walker’s bill provides 
that the fees of the Clerks and 
Sheriffs shall be paid, but the Solici- 
tors, who have endeavored to execute 
a public law, who have gone tothe 
expense and been at the trouble to 
have indictments found, are not al- 
lowed their fees. Is this right or 
just? If Solicitors are expected to go 
forward and execute the law, they 
should receive their fees, ifany other 
officer is allowed fees. Feed all with 
the same spoon. 

A suggestion: If the several Jus- 
tices of the Peace are to be given ju- 
risdiction of the poll tax cases, in 
that event the Solicitors should be 
required to make complaint before 
the Justices of all who fail to list, 
and prosecute the same; and for such 


services the Solicitors should be 
allowed such fees as are prescribed 
by law. 


The people of the State are inter- 
ested in this matter to the amount of 
$160,000 per annum—it deserves the 
special attention of their representa- 
lives.
